In his. brief, Dr. Fischer -.sub- 
mitted that, with the exception of 
four. conventions which only regu- 
late border relations, there is no 
treaty. -between China and a for- 
eign nation which provides for the 
extradition of a fugitive from 
justice: when the latter ig not a 
subject of the dountry in which he 
is alleged to have. cornmitied o 
crime, though they might be able 
to ask for extradition of their own 
subjects. .
